Governor  Dummer  Academy  opened  its 
189th  year  with  a  capacity  enrollment  of 
more  than   two   hundred   boys. 

This  year  twenty  states  and  four  foreign 
countries  are  represented  on  the  Academy's 
roster;  and,  as  usual,  a  large  proportion  of 
the  resident  students  come  from  outside  New 
England. 

There  are  twenty-eight  from  New  York; 
Connecticut  and  New  Jersey  each  have  ten; 
and  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  each  have 
nine.  There  are  five  from  Rhode  Island, 
four  from  Illinois,  and  three  from  Ohio. 
Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  are  represented 
by  two  each,  and  California,  Delaware,  In- 
diana. Michigan,  Minnesota.  Missouri,  Texas, 
Vermont,    and   Virginia    each   have    one. 

The  four  foreign  countries  represented  are 
Bermuda,    Italy,   Peru,   and   Puerto    Rico. 


NINETEEN-YEAR-OLD  GRADUATE 
WINS   PLACE   ON   THE 
AMERICAN  OLYMPIC  TEAM 


Walter  G.  Staley,  Jr.,  who  graduated  from 
Governor  Dummer  only  last  June,  has  been 
named  to  the  Olympic  team  which  will  rep- 
resent the  United  States  at  Helsinki,  Finland, 
next  summer.  The  event  in  which  he  will 
compete  is  a  three-day  competition  in  horse- 
manship. 

Staley,  whose  home  is  in  Mexico,  Missouri, 
won  his  place  on  the  American  team  in 
competition  at  Fort  Riley,  Kansas,  in  early 
October.  He  had  been  in  training  there 
since  June  and  will  continue  training  until 
the  team  sails  next  summer.  In  order  to  do 
so,  he  has  enrolled  at  nearby  Kansas  State 
College  instead  of  entering  Washington  and 
Lee  as  he  had   planned. 

Walter's  brother  Allen  is  a  member  of  the 
class    of    1953. 


Of  the  sixty-five  seniors  who  received 
diplomas  at  Commencement  last  June,  one 
boy  entered  military  service  and  the  others 
have  all  entered  college  either  during  the 
past  summer  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
semester.  All  but  four  of  these  sixty-four 
college  candidates  took  the  tests  of  the  Col- 
lege Entrance  Examinaation  Board  as  pari 
of    their    qualifications    for    admission. 

Most  popular  college  choice  of  the  Class 
of  1951  was  Dartmouth,  where  seven  boys 
entered  the  freshman  class  this  fall.  Running 
close  behind  were  Harvard,  Brown,  and  New 
Hampshire  with  six  each,  Amherst  and  Prin- 
ceton with  four  each,  and  Trinity,  Middle- 
bury,  and  the  University  of  Virginia  with 
three  each.  Twenty-two  other  boys  entered 
seventeen    other    colleges. 


EXTENSION  OF  MORSE  FIELD  WILL 

PROVIDE  ADDITIONAL  GRIDIRON 


During  the  past  summer  an  additional 
athletic  field  has  been  constructed  in  the 
area  east  of  Middle  Street  between  Perkins 
Hall  and  the  Alumni  Gymnasium.  The  grade 
of  the  new  field  is  continuous  with  that  of 
Morse  Field,  giving  a  quarter  mile  of  an 
uninterrupted  sweep  of  lawn  from  the  Turn- 
pike   to    Middle    Street. 

Since  the  ground  back  of  Perkins  and 
along  Middle  Street  is  somewhat  higher 
than  the  level  of  Morse  field,  considerable 
excavation  occured  in  that  area,  giving  a 
bowl-like  effect  to  the  new  field  and  provid- 
ing material  for  a  generous  extension  on  the 
north  end  of  the  J.  V.  field,  where  the 
goal  posts  formerly  stood  uncomfortably 
close  to  the  edge  of  the   banking. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  new  field  the 
first  week  in  August,  and  seeding  was  com- 
pleted the  last  week  of  September.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  new  turf  will  be  sufficiently 
established  to  permit  use  of  the  new  field  in 
September    1952.

DISPLAYED  AT  GOVERNOR  DUMMER 


By  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  John  Stuart  Curry, 
the  original  paintings  made  by  her  late  hus- 
band to  illustrate  the  Heritage  edition  of 
"John  Brown's  Body"  are  currently  dis- 
played  at   the   Academy. 

Mr.  Curry  is  perhaps  best  known  for  his 
"Line  Storm"  and  "Tornado",  the  latter  now 
at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  New  York. 
The  eighteen  oils  now  on  display  at  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  were  painted  shortly  before 
his  death  and  were  reproduced  in  Europe 
for  a  limited  edition  of  Benet's  poem.  The 
exhibit  is  particularly  pleasing  because  the 
eleventh-grade  English  course  is  centered 
about  that  poem.

Mr.  Christopher  G.  Stoneman  comes  to 
Governor  Dummer  from  St.  Andrews,  Guern- 
sey, Channel  Islands.  A  graduate  of  Cam- 
bridge University  in  England,  he  has  taught 
in  two  English  schools,  Windlesham  and 
Nevill  Holt.  Here  he  teaches  French,  is 
assistant  J.V.  soccer  coach,  and  is  the 
corridor    master    on    Perkins    2. 

Mr.  David  M.  Williams,  who  teaches  Social

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GREAT  BOOKS  COURSE  ADDED 

AS  SENIOR  HONORS  COURSE 


SENIOR  COUNCIL  ASSUMES 

GROWING  RESPONSIBILITIES 


For  many  years  Mr.  Thomas  McC.  Mercer, 
head  of  the  English  department,  has  given 
an  advanced  senior  English  course  known 
simply  as  English  4A.  Membership  in  this 
section    has    been    by    invitation. 

The  course  has  always  emphasized  the 
studv  of  literature  rather  than  composition 
work  and  has  provided  an  opportunity  for 
advanced  reading.  This  vear  Mr.  Mercer  and 
Mr.  Murphy,  who  has  been  interested  in  The 
Great  Books  course  for  several  years,  have 
been  in  correspondence  with  St.  John's  Col- 
lege of  Annapolis,  Maryland,  where  the 
movement  started,  and  with  The  Great  Books 
Foundation  of  Chicago  and  have  found  some 
ninety    books    available    in    suitable    editions. 

Fourteen  bovs  are  taking  the  course  this 
year  under  Mr.  Mercer.  They  have  already 
read  Aristotle's  Poetics  and  are  following 
his  discussion  of  tragedy  and  of  epic  poetry 
by  reading  Sophocle's  Oedipus  Rex  and 
Homer's  Odyssey.  The  class  discussion  seeks 
to  bring  out  why  these  are  great  books  and 
what  influence  they  have  on  man's  thought. 
The  discussion.  Mr.  Mercer  reports,  is  some- 
times heated,  and  a  great  deal  of  intellectual 
curiosity   is   aroused. 

The  selection  of  future  books  will  be  left 
to  the  class.  So  far  class  interest  indicates 
Plato.  Racine.  O'Neill,  and  Shakespeare  as 
probable  choices.  About  fifteen  books  will 
be  read  and  discussed  during  the  vear.  and 
each  boy  will  be  required  to  write  a  critical 
paper  on  each  book.

In  World  War  II  he  made  a  distinguished 
record,  serving  at  Midway,  New  Hebrides, 
Santa  Cruz,  and  the  Solomon  Islands  as  a 
navigation  officer  and  in  Borneo  and  the 
Philippines  as  a  flyer.  He  was  credited  with 
sinking  a  4.500  ton  Japanese  freighter  trans- 
port in  a  low  level  night  attack  near  Manila 
in   December   1944. 

His  decorations  included  a  Presidential 
Unit  Citation,  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross 
with  palm,  and  the  Air  Medal  with  clusters. 
He  had  been  discharged  in  1946  but  was 
back  in  service  for  the  Korean  fighting. 

At  Governor  Dummer  "Vas"  played  foot- 
ball, hockey,  and  tennis,  sang  in  the  Glee 
Club,  and  was  a  member  of  The  Archon  staff 
and  The  Milestone  board.  He  and  his  brother, 
Putnam  Flint  '37,  were  loyal  alumni,  often 
stopping  in  to  visit  on  their  way  to  and  from 
Bowdoin.  Many  of  the  Old  Guard  on  the 
faculty  recall  "Vas"  and  the  succession  of 
antique  Rolls-Royces  in  which  he  visited  the 
school.

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EDITORIAL 

Twenty-one  years  ago,  when  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Eames  first  came  to  Governor  Dummer  Acad- 
emy, the  school  was  not  at  all  like  the 
school  we  have  today.  Can  you  imagine  a 
school  of  ninety  boys  with  only  the  Commons 
Building,  Moody  House,  Peirce  Hall,  Perkins, 
Parsons  Schoolhouse,  Noyes  Library,  and 
the  Lang  Gymnasium  ?  At  that  time  Commons 
was  used  as  the  dining  hall  and  the  main  liv- 
ing room,  as  well  as  a  dormitory.  The  offices 
were  in  the  Mansion  House. 

As  the  years  passed,  the  school  enrollment 
increased  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  boys. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  student  body,  a- 
lumni  and  friends,  the  main  dining  hall  was 
built.  As  the  school  grew  still  further,  new 
wings  were  added  to  Peirce  Hall  and  Per- 
kins, and  the  main  part  of  the  Phillips  Build- 
ing was  completed.  Ambrose  House  and  the 
Noyes  Cottage  were  acquired  with  the  sur- 
rounding land,  bringing  the  school  acreage 
to  more  than  five  hundred  acres. 

In  the  last  few  years  the  school  has  made  its 
greatest  expansions  and  improvements.  Ing- 
ham House  was  constructed  in  1946,  and 
only  two  years  ago  the  new  Alumni  Gym- 
nasium was  built.  Last  year  the  school  pur- 
chased   the     Boynton    House,    a    home    built 


during  the  Revolutionary  War  period.  This 
year  the  expansion  has  been  continued  with 
the  addition  of  the  new  athletic  field  which 
completes  the  setting  in  front  of  the  new 
gymnasium. 

The  students  as  well  as  Mr.  Eames  are 
grateful  to  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
school  who  have  made  all  these  improvements 
possible.
